With  bold  plans  for  a  different  library,  Wartburg  College  prepares 
to  enter  the  next  frontier  in  education. 

Jill  Gremmels,  college  librarian,  said  the  library  envisioned  by 
Wartburg's  administration  will  not  be  "traditional." 

"Wartburg  has  an  opportunity  to  create  a  model  library  of  the  21st 
century,"  she  said. 

Dean  of  Faculty  Mary  Margaret  Smith  said  she  agrees. 

"It  is  unconventional  in  many  ways... we  have  taken  an  approach 
to  learning,  and  are  letting  that  guide  the  facility,"  said  Smith. 

The  library  has  been  dubbed  the  "learner's  library." 

According  to  Gremmels,  the  planned  renovation  of  the  library  will 
take  place  within  the  next  few  years. 

Vice  President  for  Development  Rick  Torgerson  said  the  money  for 
the  renovation  will  be  generated  through  fund-raising  efforts.  Two 
major  gifts  have  already  been  promised  from  the  Roy  J.  Carver 
Charitable  Trust  of  Muscatine  and  the  R.J.  McElroy  Trust  of  Waterloo. 

Smith  said  the  goal  is  to  have  the  project  completed  in  five  years.

1996  was  a  record-breaking  year  for  the  Knights, 
despite  posting  the  worst  record  since  1992. 

The  season  started  with  a  big  win  over  Augustana. 
However,  losses  at  Central  and  Loras  came  down  to 
the  final  seconds.  Simpson  simply  dominated  the 
gridders. 

The  Knights  went  on  to  crush  their  next  five 
opponents,  225-52. 

During  that  five-game  period,  quarterback  Brian 
Nelson  and  tailback  Trevor  Shannon  paced  the 
Wartburg  offense. 

Nelson  set  new  records  in  total  offense  for  the 
season  with  2,399  yards,  and  for  a  game  against 
Buena  Vista  with  392  yards. 

Trevor  Shannon  set  a  new  single-game  rushing 
record,  running  for  342  yards  in  39  carries  against 
Loras.  He  also  tied  the  single-game  touchdown 
record,  rushing  for  four  touchdowns  against  both 
Loras  and  Luther. 

He  also  owns  the  longest  kickoff  return  —  100 
yards  against  Luther. 

Kicker  Eric  George  racked  up  122  extra  points  over 
his  four  years  in  a  Knight  uniform,  breaking  the  old 
record. 

The  1996  statistical  leaders  for  the  Knights  were 
Trevor  Shannon  in  rushing  with  1,389  yards  and  22 
touchdowns. 

Nelson  led  the  team  in  passing  with  127 
completions  in  236  attempts  for  1,  907  yeard  and  14 
touchdowns. 

Derek  Hartl  led  the  team  in  pass  receptions  with  43 
and  senior  Chris  Shannon  led  with  796  receiving 
yards. 

Lance  Thompson  led  the  Knight  defense  in 
interceptions  with  three,  and  in  tackles  with  115.

Hancock,  director  of  the  Wartburg  College  Concert  Choir. 

The  filming  created  some  extra  practices  for  performers,  but 
they  said  they  still  enjoyed  the  event. 

"My  favorite  part  is  seeing  the  people's  faces;  the  audience's 
expressions,"  said  sophomore  John  Martin. 

The  concert  continued  its  traditions  of  two  Waverly 
performances  on  Thursday  night  and  Sunday  afternoon.  The 
performance  also  kept  dates  at  Nazareth  Lutheran  Church  in 
Cedar  Falls  on  Friday  night  and  Des  Moines  Civic  Center  on 
Saturday  night.

Another  senior,  Michael  Kiernan,  was  invited 
to  the  inauguration  by  Congressman  Richard 
Gephardt.  Kiernan  worked  for  the  Democratic 
leader's  office  in  the  summer  of  1995. 

Kiernan  met  with  Gephardt  twice  during  his 
trip.  They  discussed  Iowa  issues  including  the 
increase  of  violent  crime  and  the  future  of  hog 
operations. 

"I  think  Mr.  Gephardt  sees  precedence  of 
issues  here  in  Iowa,"  Kiernan  said.  "He  sees  how 
his  own  legislation  may  affect  the  Midwest." 

The  atmosphere  burst  with  activity  and 
unity,  Wright  said.  "It's  like  the  Fourth  of  July  at 
Christmas  in  Washington." 

Wright  was  joined  by  senior  Melissa  Bruner. 
Their  weekend  held  a  number  of  events, 
including  the  Corn  Ball. 

"They  flew  in  crates  and  crates  of  corn,"  she 
said.  "We  had  corn  brew,  corn  dogs,  corn  chips." 

Kiernan  didn't  neglect  the  ingaugural  parties, 
attending  both  the  Midwest  Ball  and  the 
Presidential  Gala. 

Both  agreed  the  return  to  Wartburg  was  a  good 
thing,  for  now. 

"I  was  ready  to  sleep  for  a  day,"  Wright  said. 
"We're  back  in  the  Caf  after  the  Presidential 
Gala." 

Kiernan  agreed.  "It's  all  been  a  little 
overwhelming  for  me."

The  campus  radio  station,  89.1 
KWAR-FM,  applied  to  become 
a  class  A  radio  station  in 
hopes  of  retaining  its  radio 
frequency. 

American  Family  Radio, 
based  in  Tupelo,  Miss.,  applied 
for  the  frequency  next  to 
KWAR. 

If  AFR's  application  is 
approved  by  the  FCC, 
according  to  Executive-in- 
Residence  in  Communication 
Arts  Grant  Price,  both  stations 
will  not  be  able  broadcast,  and 
KWAR  will  lose  its  license 
because  it  is  a  class  D  radio 
station. 

If  KWAR  gets  a  class  A  rating. 
Price  said  he  hopes  APR  will 
back  away  from  taking  over  the 
frequency. 

According  to  Price,  it's 
doubtful  KWAR  will  not  get  the 
class  A  rating. 

"Given  the  record  of  service 
we  have  done  over  a  period  of 
time  —  almost  50  years  — 
KWAR  has  some  advantage  in 
retaining  the  its  frequency," 
Price  said. 

KWAR  spent  89.1  consecutive 
hours  on  the  air  in  November, 
giving  away  more  than  550 
prizes,  ranging  from  t-shirts  to 
food  from  Den  to  the  No.  1 
housing  pick  for  the  1996-97 
school  year.

Besides  discovering  Christ,  many  of 
us  developed  a  deeper  understan- 
ding of  the  conflict  that  plagues  this 
area.  In  Bethlehem,  we  stayed  in  a 
Lutheran  church,  and  met 
Palestinian  youths. 

The  hands-on  aspect  of  all  our 
activities  had  quite  an  impact. 

'Tt  made  it  more  real,"  said  junior 
Heidi  Bergquist. 

As  we  traveled  home,  I  realized 
this  was  true.  The  things  I  read  in  the 
Bible  and  the  media  are  very  real, 
and  not  just  found  in  stone.
